This 
bomb was discovered several days 
^go, it is understood, as Mussolini 
was in Rome yesterday where he 
held an interview with S. Parker 
Gilbert, agent general for repara­ 
tion paym ents under the Dawes 
plan. 
T he perpetrators of the bomb 
outrage in Milan acted with the u t­ 
most boldness. The streets through 
which the Italian king was to pass J 
were lined with soldiers and po­ 
lice, but the bomber or bombers 
were able to smuggle the infernal 
machine into the closely packed 
square where it exploded.

W hile centralized federal authority weakens local state I 
responsibility, there are a few things which the states find it 
practically impossible to do. 
One is to efficiently 
combat 
interstate transportation of stolen goods, and “ fences.” 
V ast 
quantities of values are stolen in one state, carted to another 
and sold to “fences” from which they are distributed th ro u g h ­ 
out wide areas. 
Coping with that situation is no one-state affair. 
Jt in-1 
volves investigations and getting testim ony in several states. 
T h e process is cumbersome and expensive, and conflict of I 
jurisdiction opens m any avenues of escape for the guilty. 
Crime and theft have grown to appalling proportions in 
the United States. 
Passage of the National Crime C om m is­ 
sion’s bill to make it easier to cope with “fences,” and more 
strict enforcement of present laws applying to crime and its 
punishment, would make the country safer for the honest, 
law-abiding citizen. 


It is estimated that some $500,000,000 worth of stolen 
goods are disposed of annually 
through 
a well organized 
system of “fences.” 


The terrific loss to business due to theft is running a close 
race with fire as a destroyer of national wealth.

t. in medical parlance, is a tre a t­ 
ment for the prevention of diph­ 
theria. 
It is not a test, nor is it 
a treatm ent for diphtheria itself. 
More later. 


Diphtheria Antitoxin 
Diptheria antitoxin is the tre a t­ 
ment, and the only scientific treat­ 
ment— it is an 
immediate 
anti­ 
dote— for the disease diphtheria 
itself. 
And it is also a treatm ent 
for its prevention in those who 
have been recently, or are being 
exposed to the disease, as nurses 
and doctors and those who are car­ 
ing for cases. 
The t. a. t. is a 
preventive ireatm ent. as 
I 
told 
vou, but it takes a much longer 
time for the patient’s own cells 
to develop the resistance or anti­ 
bodies against the disease, and in 
these cases defense is needed right 
away. 
Now I will tell you something 
about diphtheria; then 
you 
will 
understand more fullv. 
Diphtheria 
Diphtheria is a 
very 
serious 
d isease, oftentimes 
fatal 
unless 
the antitoxin is given very soon. 
It is caused by a germ known as 
the Klebs-Loeffler bacillus, after 
the discoveries. 
When this 
germ 
settles on the th ro at of a suscep­ 
tible victim, it immediately begins 
to multiply. 
As germ s reproduce 
themselves^ 
by 
dividing 
every 
tw enty minutes, you can easily 
see th a t within a very short time, 
unless they are checked, there are 
millions of them. 
The germ s re­ 
main located on 
parts 
of 
the 
throat, and they, with the reaction 
in the membrane, become visible 
to the eye as grayish-white patch­ 


es. 
Their poison—a 
very 
active 
poison—is absorbed by the blood, 
and it is to this that the fatal ef­ 
fects are mostly due. It is not be­ 
lieved th a t many germs get into 
the blood. 
If, however, the membrane hap­ 
pens to extend into the windpipe, 
this m ay cause death by stran g u ­ 
lation, unless an artificial tube is 
inserted to breath through. 
If the pateint recovers, it is be­ 
cause his body has m anufactured 
a defense or antitoxin which neu­ 
tralizes the toxin. 
But

a week or so. without making you 
ill in any way.
